Request for Continued Examination 

1 . The request filed on June 30, 201 0 for a Request for Continued Examination 
(RCE) under 37 CFR 1 .53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/698479 is acceptable 
and a RCE has been established. An action on the RCE follows. Claims 1-4, 6-15, 17, 
19-41, 43-48 are pending. 

2. The examiner acknowledges the receipt of the IDS filed August 1 3, 201 0, July 
22, 2010, and June 30, 2010, and the examiner has considered the references cited in 
the IDS(s) filed for the instant US Patent application. 

Allowances 

3. Claims 1-4, 6-15, 17, 19-41 , 43-48 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As of the date of this office action, the examiner has not located or identified any 
reference that can be used singularly or in combination with another reference including 
the closest prior art of McCall (US 5,277,899) and Li et al. (US 5,580,81 9) to render the 
present invention anticipated or obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. McCall and Li 
et al. do not teach the polymeric compositions being claimed. 

In light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims are 
patentable over the prior art.
